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FOREWORD 


This summary of State laws on explosives was compiled primarily to as- 
certain what subjects relating to their control have been acted upon by each: 
state legislature and, in general, how they have been treated. It Joes not in- 
clude anzy legislation passed after 1942, or any proclamations, revilations, or 
administrative orders. It does not purport or attempt to be autheritative. 

. any problem arises involving interpretation of the statutes of any particular 
viate, the original source must be consulted for the exact words used by the 
gislature. This summary, however, will be useful in determining whether © 
relevant Statutes exist, and in locating them quickly, with a minimum of effort. 

.t willbe Of value also in comparing statutes in one State with similar statutes 

zs other States to determine what construction has been placed upon them by the 
courts of these jurisdictions or to contrast the varying provisions of many States 
fon @ Slnvilar subject. 


— hoe make these comparisons easier, the statutory provisions for each 
a ve been grouped under several major topics in outline form. Although 
oa ineren umes has resulted in disruption of the continuity of individual acts, 
Te AS ed general clarity and availability of comparable sections have more

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The outline is divided into two parts:. A, Exovlosives; and B, Fireworks. 
Part A, which is the major portion of the outline, has been divided into eight 
Sccnens as follows: 


1. Definitions and Coverayre. This section includes those statutes or parts 
of statutes that contain no substantive provisions but define terms used or limit 
application of the statutes. 


2. Manufacture, Distribution, and Use. Manufacture, distribution, and use 
ordinarily are inextricably linked in statutes; it was therefore thought wise to 
retain them as a unit, rather than to set therm up as separate sections with 
countless cross references from one to the other. Aithougn licensing provisions 
and provisions for the keening of records apvly also to other aspects of nandling 
explosives, they are linked chiefly with the business of manufacturing and selling 
explosives, and ence they have been included in this section. 


3. Transportation. This group of statutes includes regulations governing 
the transportation of explosives by all types of carriers. 


4, Storare in General, This section is lirnited to storage of explosives, 
whether for manufacture or sale or otherw1 se, but excludes storage in mines 
and other special industries. | 


| 5. storage and Use in Mines. As regulations for the use and storage of 
explosives in mines usually differ sreatiy from reculations for surface oper- 
ations, this difference has been carried into the outline. Included in this section 
are many safety reculations indirectly concerned with explosives, through the 
regulatioh of poate tools and machinery, | 


' 6. Storaze and: Use in Special Industries. In various States, certain in- 
dustries are the subject cf regulations for the storage and use of explosives. 
This section contains the specific requirements set up by these statutes. 


7. Enforcement and Rerulatory Agencies. In this section are grouped 
provisions establishing various licensing and enforcement agencies, describing 
the means of enforcing the State explosives acts, designating State or local 
authorities having the right to issue Henao and giving especial rights of 

neon in certain courts. 


8, opecial Crimes Invelvins Explosives. The regulatory provisions in 
other sections of the outline frequentiy are suvported by penalties for their 
violation, which are referred to in those sections. In this section are grouped 
those destructive acts with explosives which usually are accompanied by an 
evil intent.and which more ordinarily are classed as crimes. 
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A separate part (B) has been allotted to" Fireworks," because it is a sub- 
ject of entirely distinct legislation in most States. 


It must be realized that none of these divisions or sections is exclusive, 
and that statutes placed in one section may greatly affect those in other sections, 
or have provisions relevant to other sections. Cross references indicate this 
interdependence of the most important provisions. Thc subdivisions of the out- 
line are placed in the center of the nage to distinguish them from the sub- 
divisions provided by the State laws thcmselves, all of which are noted on the 
extreme left side of the page. Wherever the title given to such a statutory 
subdivision is not the exact title used.in the statutes, this fact is indicated b 
brackets around the title given. The number and style of such State subdivi- 
sions vary because in some Ctates it is necessary to list several subdivisions 
to identify the statute, while in others all statutes are numbered seriatim 
throughout the code, mzking only.cone scction number reference necessary. 


These State laws pertaining to explosives arc being summarized in five 
information circulars, each covering a number of States and roughly corres- 
ponding to one or more of the eight districts into which the United States has 
been divided for purposes of adininistration of work by the Bureau’s Health 
and Safety Service. Where part of a State is in one district and part in another, 
the Summary for that State is included in the information circular covering 
states with which it seems to be grouped most iogically.

amount thereof and the name of the person to whorn delivery was made, who 
shall be required to receipt therefor. Such record shall at all times be open to 
inspection of the mine inspector or any peace officer.

The operator of any motor truck carrying explosive substances, or 
explosive or inflaramahle liquids, shall before crossing any tracks of a 
steam railroad or electric railway at rrade, bring his vehicle to a ane not 
less than 10 nor more than 50 feet froin the nearest rail and look and listen 
in both directions for approaching trains. This section shall not apply to 
street-railway tracks in cities and counties, nor to tracks at street crossings 
when traffic officers are on ous or where there are traffic signals, nor to 
unused tracks.

Every person keeping or storing dynamite, guncotton, nitroglycerin, or 
giant powder, in greater quantities than 25 pounds at one time, or blasting or 
cunoowder in greater quantities than 50 pounds at one time, in any building or 
premises within a distance of one-half mile from the exterior limits of any 
city or town, except in vessels or vehicles used in transporting same; or keep- 
ing or storing percussion caps, gunpowder, or other blasting powder, less than 
200 feet from the building or premises where hercules, dynamite, guncotton, 
nitroglycerin, or giant powder is kept or stored; or knowingly selling, possess-~ 
ing, or transporting any highly explosive material or fuse, without having 
plainly marked in large letters on the packare, the name and explosive charac- 
ter thereof, and without having plainly marked upon the wrapper of each stick 
of dynamite or explosive material, or r package of fuse, the date of manufacture, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor.

Art. 2. Mine Inspection and Operation of Mines 
sec. 65+213. Explosives, care and use of. 


Explosives in excess of a 24-hour supply must be stored in magazines 
used for that purpose only, placed far enough from working shafts and tunnels 
to insure their remaining intact if the entire stock explodes. They are not to 
be stored in underground workings where men are employed. Temporary, 
24-hour supplies must not be kept underground at any place where accidental 
discharge would cut off escape. Suitable devices for thawing powder and keep- 
ing it in condition for use shall be provided by the operator, and no powder 
shall be thawed except in such device. Oils or other combustible substances or 
blasting caps shal! not be kevt in the same magazine with explosives. All high 
explosives shall be marked with the date of manufacture on each stick of powder, 
andnone shall be sold or used more than 12 months from the date of manu- 
facture. The mine insnector may regulate and limit-‘the amount of blasting or 
nitro powder or other high explosives stored or kept in general supply stores in 
mining camps and mining towns where there is no law governing same. 
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No person shall use or permit the use by employees under his direction 
of any steel or iron tamping bar while loading or charging a Ors with any blast- 
ing powder or other hign explosives. 


Before firing charges, warning must be given in every direction from 
which access may be had to the place where blasting is going on, and misfire 
holes shall be reported to the mine foreman or shift boss in charge at the locali- 
ty of such holes. If the shots are fired by electricity, the place must be care- 
fully examined before men are permitted to work there. Those employed in © 
cleaning away loose rock shall immediately report to the person in charge the 
finding of any wires, and he shall at once order the work to cease until the 
wires have been carefully traced to their terminais to determine whether a 
misfire has occurred.

paper caps containing not more than 25/100 grain of explosive compound are 
used, if constructcd so that the hand cannot come in contact with the cap when

"Governing body’ means board of supervisors of a county outside the 
corporate limits of incorporated cities or towns, and governing body of an 
incorporated city or town within its corporate limits.

Every governing body shall have power to adopt reasonable rules and 
regulations for granting permits for supervised public displays of fireworks by 
municipalities, fair associations, amusement parks, and other organizations 
and groups. Application for a permit shall be made in writing at least five 
days in advance. Every display shall be handled by a competent operator, and 
be of such character and so located and fired, as not to be hazardous to proper- 
ty or person. Before a permit is granted, the operator and the location and 
handling of the display shall be approved, after investigation, by the fire chief 
of the city or town or the sheriff of the county, as the case may be. Sale, pos- 
session, use, and distribution of fireworks shall be lawful for such displays 
only. Permits shall not be transferable. 


(bo) If a permit is desired for a locality more than 50 miles from the 
county seat, and not within the limits of an incorporated city or town, the 
application for a permit may be made to the justice of the peace of the precinct 
where the locality is situated, who shall have the same power to issue permits 
as the board of supervisors. He shall promptly report to the board any permit 
issued by him and transmit the permittec’s bond to the board.

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vehicle shall not be filled while it is loaded with explosives except in cases of 
absolute necessity, and then nct when the motor is running, and shall not then 
be filled uniess some electric conductor is previded between the gas tank and 
the ground.

therein by reference to the quantity and distance table in Sec. 5440-3, and 
shall issue a license to the person apvlying therefor, unless it snall find that 
the applicant is not sufficiently experienced in the handiing of explosives, 
lacks suitable facilities therefor, has been convicted of a crime involving 
moral turpitude, or is disloyal to the United States. Said license shall set 
forth the maximum quantity of explosives that may be had, kept or stored by 
said person. Such certificate of compliance shall be valid until canceled for 
any of the causes hereinafter provided. ‘i henever by reason of change in 
the physical conditicns surrounding said mazazine, such as: 


(a) The erection of buildings nearer saic mazazine; 
(b) The construction of raiiroads nearer said magazine; 
(c) The ovening for public travel of highways nearer said magazine; 


then the amount of explosives which mey be had, kept, or stored in said 
magazine must be recucec to conicrm to said changed conditions notwithstanding 
the license, and the Department of Labor and Industries shall modify or 
cancel such license in accorcance with the changed concitions.

Whenever any persou keeps or stores in the magazine, or 
has in his possession, any quantity of exnlosives in excess of the arnount set 
forth in said license, or fails for 30 days to pay the annual license fee after 
it becomes due, the department may cancel the license. Whenever a license 
is canceled, the department shall notify the licensee of such cancelation and

Art. XVIII. 7 

Sec. 8856. Coal mines - what constitutes - inspection of work in prospects. 


Wo coal mine shall be considered a mine for the purposes of the Coal 
Mining Code unless five or more men are employed underground on one Shift, 
nor shall mines employing less than 10 men be subject thereto, except that 
the mine inspector may enter any of the places when men are at work within 
such prospect, and if the conditions are dangerous to life, the inspector may, 
and it shall be his duty to stop work on such prospect un til such dangerous 
place is rendered safe, or placed in control of a certified mine foreman: 
Provided, That all such operators of prospects and places referred to in 
this Section shall make reports tc.the State mine inspector as are required: 
to be made by other mines and mine operators under the provisions of the 
Coal Mining Code. 


Art, XI. Powder and Explosives 
Sec. 8753. Saferuarding explosives. 


Every person who has powder or other explosives in a mine shall 
keep the Same in a proper, closed receptacle, which shall be kept as far as 
practicable from the track or chute; and all pcwder receptacles shall be kept 
as far as practicable from each other, and each in a secluded place. Detonators 
shall be kept in securely closed cases apart from other explosives, until 
required for use. 
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o759. Use of lamos and lighted pines near exnlosives - onening receptacles.

Wanenever @ workman using @n open light is about to open a receptacle 
containins explosives, and while handling the explosives, he shall place and 
keen his lamp at least five feet from tre exvlosive and in such position that 
the air currents cannot convey spvarks tc it, and at such time no person shall 
epproacn nearer tnan five feet to any explosive with an oven lamp, lighted 
pine, or anything containing fire, excert safety lamps, unless such explosive 
is contained in a proper closed receptacle. No miner or other person shall 
open any receptacle containing an explosive except as prescribed by the 
manufacturer, and it shall be unlawful for any person to have in his vossession 
in any mine any receptacle containing expicsives opened in violation of this 
act.

No nigh explosive shall be stored in any raine, and no more shall be 
taken into any mine at any one time, by any verson, than is required in one 
snitt.

Sec. 8751. Firing denvendent shots - permit. 


No person shall fire a denendent shot in the coal, that is, a shot dependent 
on another snot so placed as to make an cpening sufficient for the dependent 
shot to do its work orcperly. At mines where solid snooting is allowed, the 
opening shot shall be fired first and no cerencent shot shall be fired at that 
time. Not more tnan one kind of explosive shall be used in the same drill hole: 
Provided, That in any mine where tire coal bed worked is less than three feet 
between walls and no gas or dust is present, where it can be shown to the 
satisfaction oi the mine insvector that this ruie would prohibit profitable 
operation of the mine, the inine inspector may grant a vermit te suit the 
conditions. 


(Oa. Black powder, new handled. 


Black powaer for use in raines shall be nut up in metallic cans or canistexs, 
or receptacles of equally safe material. No black powder, hign explosive, or. 
detonators shall de hauled on any electric motor trip in‘any mine, unless encasec 
in nonconductive boxes or receptacles: Provided, That they may be hauled in 
nonconductive cars. 


No black powder, otner than that taken by each man for his own use, shall 
be hauled on man trixs. 
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Sec. 8733. Tamping bars - depth of blast holes. 


The needle used in prevaring a blast of black powder shall be made of 
copper, and the tamninz oar shall he tipped with at least five inches of solid 
copper. Al! other explosives where a can or detonator is used to exnlode the 
blast shall be tamped with a woocen taming bar. In no case shall iron, steel, 
or other spark-causing ineta! be used for tamping an explosive. No scraper 
shall be used for tamping. It shall be unlawful for any person to have in his 
possession in the mine underground any iron or steel needle or tamping bar 
not tipped as required. , 


No hole shal! be drilled more than six feet in depth for blasting purposes: 
Provided, That where mining machines are used holes may be drilled to the 
depth of the cut. 


Violation of this section is a misdemeanor. 
Sec. 8754. Storage of explosives - issuance to workmen. 


Every person engaged in coal mining, requiring the use of powder or 
other explosives, shail provide (subject to approval of the mine inspector) at 
or near the entrance of each mine, et some suitable nearby place, a suitable 
distributing magazine for the storage oi such powder or other explosives. 
There shail be posted upon such magazine a notice printed in letters not less 
than three inches high that such magazine contains explosives. No person shall 
Store or keep therein any powder or other exdosives in excess of one ton. Such. 
powcer or other explosives shall be issued daily in quantities not to exceed 
the amount used by each workman in one shift, in proper receptacles. Any 
miner taking powder into the mine and having to return it because of inability 
to work may return it to the operator, who shall receive it. Any person vio~ 
lating or failing to comply with the provisions of this section is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 


Sec. 8735. Penalty for keeping explosives in residence or outhouse. 
Any person who stores or keeps powder or other explosives in any 
quantity greater than one pound in any occupied dwelling-house or residence, 


or in any outhouse appertaining thereto, within 300 feet of any dwelling, shall 
ve guilty of a misdemeanor.

sec. 8814. Quantity of explosive allowed in mine. 


No powder or high explosive shall be taken into the mine at any one time 
by any person in greater quantities than is required for use in one shift.

No expicsive snail be stored in any tipple or weighing office, and no naked 
lights shati-be used’ white the attendantdsiwcighing and: giving ‘out explosives. 


Sec. 8821. Warning of shot-firings. 


When a shotfirer is about to fire a blast where the miners are not 
present, he shall be careful to notify all persons who may be endangered 
thereby, and shall give sufficient alarm to warn any person appreaching of 
the danger. 


sec. 8822, Notice of driving crosscut. 


In driving crosscuts through pillars, before firing a blast, the miner 
must notify in person the workmen in the place toward which he is driving, 
So that they may find a piace of safety. He snall also guard the passages 
on either side of nis place at every shot, so that no person may Come upon 
it unawares. 


Sec. 8823. Care in handling explosives. 


_ Whenever a miner or shotfirer opens or handles a box containing powder 
or other explosives, he shall place his lamp, if open, nct less than five feet 
from such explosive and in a positicn that the air current cannot convey sparks 
to the explosive, and he shall not smoke while handling explosives. 


Sec. 8824. Tamping bars fcr blasting. 


In charging and tamping a hole for blesting, nc person sha!l use an iron. 
or steel needle. The tamping bar for high explosives shall be made of wood. 
For biack powder iron tamping bars must be tipped with copper for at least 
five inches in length. 


Sec. 8825. Blasting holes. 

No explosive shall te fercibly pressed into a hole cf insufficient size, . 
~ and when a hele has been charged tne explosive snall not be taken out, and no 
hole shall be bored for blasting: less than 12 inches from any hole where the 


charge has misfired, and no hole fcr blasting snall be drilled more than 6 
feet deep. 
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sec. 8825. Tamping material in gaseous or dusty mines. 

In gaseous or dusty mines, shotfirers or other persons charging holes 
for blasting shall use incombustible material for tamping. All holes shall be 
solidly tamped the full length of the hole. Violation of this rule is a misde- 
meanor. 

Sec. 8831. Erohibition against sinokers’ articles. 

No person shall carry matches, pipes, or other smokers’ articles into 
a mine or portion of a mine worked with safety lamps, nor shall he have any 
of said articles in his possession while in such a mine. 


sec. 8840. Returning to missed shots. 


No person shall return to a missed shot, if lighted with a squib, until 
20 minutes have elansed from the time of lighting it, or, if lighted with a 
fuse, until eight hours have elansed; no person shall return to a missed shot 
when the firing is done by electricity unless the wires are disconnected from 
the battery. 


Sec. 8842. Miner to examine safety of working place - safety rules 


The miner shall examine his working place before beginning work, 
take down dangerous slate, or otherwise make it safe by properly timbering 
it, before commencing to mine or load coal. He shall examine his place to 
see whether the fireboss has left date marks indicating his examination thereof, 
and if they cannot be found he shall notify the mine foreman or the assistant 
mine foreman of the fact immediately.

Should he find his place becoming dangerous from gas, from roof, or 
from any unusual condition, he shall at once cease working and infcrm the 
mine foreman, or the assistant mine foreman of said danger, but before leaving 
his place he shall put a plain warning across the entrance to warn others 
against entering into danger. 


After each blast he shall exercise care in examining the roof and coal, 
and shall secure them safely befcre beginning work. 


He shall not use coal dust or other combustible material for tamping 
in gaseous or dusty mines. 


When places are liable to generate sudden outbursts of explosive gas, 
no miner shall be allowed to charge or fire shots except under the supervision 
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and with the consent of the mine foreman, or the assistant mine foreman, or 
other competent person designated by the mine foreman for that purpose.

Whenever by reason of any explosion or other accident in or about any 
coal mine, whereby loss of life or serious injury has occurred, or is thought 
to nave occurred, it shall be the cuty of the person in charge of the mine to 
notify the mine inspector by telephone or telegraph, and if any person is killed 
the coroner of the county, who shall give due notice to the mine inspector if 
an inquest is to be held. In tase of any major or fatal accident, the resident 
district officers of the miners’ organization shail be notified by telephone or 
telegraph at the same time the mine inspector is notified, and shall have the 
privilege of appearing at all investigations held to determine the cause cf 
the accident and to recommend safety measures for the prevention of accidents. 
If the coroner shall determine to hold an inquest, the mine inspector shall 
be allowed to testify and offer such testimony as he shall deem necessary 
thoroughly to inform the inquest of the cause of death, and he shall have authority 
to appear before such coroner and jury and question or cross-question any 
witness. It shall be the duty of the coroner to impanel a jury, no one of whom 
shall be directly or indirectly interested. Upon being notified, the mine in- 
spector shall inumediately repair to the scene of the accident and make such 
suggestions aS may appear necessary to secure the safety of the men. If the 
results of the explosion or accident do not require an investigation by the 
coroner, he shail investigate and ascertain the cause of the explosion or 
accident, and make a record thereof, which he shall file as provided for. To 
enable him to make the investigation he shall have the power to compel the 
attendance of persons to testify, and administer oaths or affirmations. The 
cost of such investigation shall be paid by the county in which the accident 
occurred, in the same manner as costs of inquests held by coroners or 
justices. of the peace are paid, and copies of evidence taken at inquests shall 
oe furnished the mine inspector.

and tamping of all holes for blasts and shots. Such persons shall be orally 
examined by the State mine inspector or his deputies.

battery, and cable leads must be short-circuited at battery and before con- 
nection is made to detonating cap at face, and all employees other than the one 
connecting cable to can at face are forbidden to handle battery while the work 
of firing snots is being carried on. The cable connecting battery to detonating 
cap or caps must be at least 150 feet in length.
